BACK AS 1874 


Of Brainerd, Crow

ing Document

Line Between Cass and Crow 


Win? Counties 


Aa a curiosity of special interest to 
residents of Brainerd there la a map on 
exhibition at if. I. Cohen’s office which 
should seen be to be appreciated. 
The 
city was platted by J. T. lf alated, civil 
engineer, and was entered according to 
an act of congress in 1875 by Richard 
and Charles Ahrens. 
The map givo? a 
very good idea of what those who lived 
here at that time expected in the fu­ 
ture, for besides showing the streets, 
parks, etc., 
it gives the topography of 
the city and the surrounding commun­ 
ity. 
The map is supposed to have been the 
property of the late Judge C. B.Sleeper. 
From a careful examination it is inferr­ 
ed that what was known as West Brain­ 
erd was the most important part of the 
city a t'th at time. 
The Mississippi river 
was at that time the dividing line be­ 
tween Crow Wing and Cass counties 
nnd Crow Wing was but a mere spe jk 
of land as compared to the vast domain 
encircled by the boundaries of Cass 
county. The county seats of both coun­ 
ties were located here, the one for Cass 
county west of the river and the one for 
Crow’ Wing on this side of the river. Up 
in tho left hand corner of the map is a 
picture of the ('ass county court house, 
a small two story frame building, u n ­ 
pretentious and lacking the slightest 
suggestion of arehitectual design. I his 
old building was a landmark west of the 
river up to a few years ago when it was 
destroyed by tire. 
About the only recognizable tiling 
about the map is the picture of what is 
described a." the general office of the 
Northern Pacific, which is now the N. P. 
depot here, not changed in appearance 
a single bit. This building 
h a s done 
yeoman service for the company for all 
these years. 
An interesting feature of this map is 
the fact that it shows by characters the 
kind of timber that grew around Brain­ 
erd at that time. which indicates the 
importance of the lumbering industry 
even in those early days. 
Great stress was laid on the boomage 
facilities. The feasibility of building 
locks at the bend in the river south of 


the wagon bridge across the Mississippi 
where there was a creek running down 
from the west was discussed. 
It says, 
“Tho extensive natural advantages for 
boomage at this point, can if necessity 
requires, bo greatly enlarged by putting 
in locks at the mouth of this creek, so 
as to afford additional boomage for mil­ 
lions of feet of logs." 
At this point 
there ultimately became an extensive 
logging industry. The river is shown in 
the map and steamboats were plying up 
and down. 
Another interesting feature of the 
map is a picture of what is called the N. 
P. Ii. Ii. machine shops and office, inter­ 
esting in view of the great advance in 
this direction in this city. 
A simple 
frame office building two stories high 
and tho machine shop was a one story- 
building that could almost be taken 
through the doors of one of the big 
buildings now used at the shops, In an­ 
other corner of the map is a picture of 
what was called, “The colonists’ N. P. 
reception h ouse” 
This was afterward 
converted into a hospital, and the build­ 
ing was burned on a bitter cold night 
many years ago. 
There is no change in the plat today 
with the exception perhaps in West 
Brainerd. There was a Bluff street 
then which ran down the river, 
then 
First, Second, Third, etc. 
The cross 
streets were named after members of 
the Ahrens family, as both Richard and 
Charles Ahrens had much to do with 
tho early development. 
The streets 
were called Jackson, Robert. James, 
Richard, Charles, William. Florence, 
Cora, Ethel and May. 
I n a note at tho bottom of the map is 
found among other things the following, 
referring to the two towns. West Brain 
erd and Brainerd: 
“And it requires no 
prophetic eye to see that there must 
spring up a great and ever growing de­ 
mand for just the articles of manufac­ 
ture which can nowhere else be furnish­ 
ed as cheaply as from this point. 
The 
U. S. government has just completed a 
thorough survey of the Mississippi riv­ 
er, both above and below this point, and 
careful estimates have made and for 
warded to the prop* r department with 
a view of perfecting the navigation of 
the river to Pokagema Falls and utiliz­ 
ing the vast water sup ply of the num ­ 
berless Ink* s forming the sources of this 
noble stream.” 
This latter statement is inter! -ting in 
view of the fact th at the Brainerd Com­ 
mercial club is now considering just the 
question that was discussed thirty years 
ago. 
The map is interesting and should We 
seen to be appreciated.
